Sec. 7.3. Placenent plan. The Departnent shall devel op
and inplement a witten plan for placing children. The plan
nust shalt include at |east the foll ow ng features:

(1) A plan for recruiting mnority adoptive and
foster famlies. The plan shall include strategies for
using existing resources in mnority conmunities, use of
mnority outreach staff whenever possible, use of
mnority foster hones for placenments after birth and
bef ore adoption, and other techniques as appropriate.

(2) A plan for training adoptive and foster
famlies of mnority children.

(3) A plan for enploying social workers in adoption
and foster care. The plan shall include staffing goals
and obj ecti ves.

(4) A plan for ensuring that adoption and foster
care workers attend training offered or approved by the
Department regarding the State's goal of encouraging
cul tural diversity and the needs of special needs
chi | dren.

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Sec. 2-10.1. |If Wienever a mnor is placed in shelter
care with the Departnent or a licensed child welfare agency
in accordance with Section 2-10, the Departnent or agency, as
appropriate, shall prepare and file with the court wthin 45
days of placenent wunder Section 2-10 a case plan which
conplies wwth the federal Adoption Assistance and Child
Wel fare Act of 1980 and is consistent with the health, safety
and best interests of the mnor.

A male or female child, or an adult, my be adopted,
provided the other conditions set forth in this Act are net,
and further provided, with respect to an adult, that the sueh
adult has resided in the hone of the persons intending to
adopt him at any tine for nore than 2 years continuously
precedi ng the comencenent of an adoption proceeding, or in
the alternative that the sueh persons are related to him
within a degree set forth in the definition of a related
child in Section 1 of this Act.
